Washington, May 9.—(Special. )—But 
few senators and members were at the 
white house during Mr. Cleveland's rece 
tion hour before the cabinet meeting this 
morning.

Many 
have been fixed, but the appointments were 
not made out in time for announcement 
tolay, owing to the cabinet meeting, which 
did not adjourn until after noon. Tomorrow 
quite a batch is expected to be posted up at 
the white house. Among them may be one 
or two Georgians.

WON'T BE DOWNED. 


Shut Off fromthe President, Office Seekers 
Cail onj Cabinet Officers. 


Washington, May 9.—One eect of the 
presmient's order closing the exectitive man- 
sion to ottice seekers has been to cause the 
crowd, who usually thronged the white 
house to change their pot of attack from 
the president himself to his eabinet officers. 
This was noticeable to some extent yester- 
day. ‘Theré was a percepuble increase 1n 
the number of eallers at each department 
and a good deal of time was consumed In 
their receptiom It is predicted that if this 
continues, all the members of the cabinet 
will adopt precisely similar rules to that 
which “yesterday threw such consternation 
into the ranks of the white house habitues. 
The same reasons which actuated the pres- 
ident in his order apply to as great an ex- 
tent to the members of his cabinet. In the 
state and treasury departments, especially 
there are important questious pending, an 
if the whole day is consumed in receiving

Secretary Gresham found it necessary 
yesterday to deny himself absolutely to call- 
ers for the greater part of the morning in 
order to give his personal attention to ques- 
tions arising from the trouble in the condi-

American countries, Others of the cab- 
inet_have already found it necessary to do 
the same thing on occasions, and if there is 
aby large increase in the crowd demanding 
audience with them in the near future, a 
repetition of President Cleveland’s famous 
order may be expected of them, 

The hours between 10 o’clock and the 
time for the assembling of the cabinet was 
devoted by the president thi& morning to 
interviews with senators and representa- 
tives, Unlike former days these dignita- 
ries came alone and not attended by the 
following of enthusiastic constituents anx- 
iougdo see the president. As a result, the 
eon en were able to transact business 
with the president instead of the time being 
consumed.in making presentation of politi- 
cians, recollection of whom faded from the 
president’s mind as their forms disappeared 

m view. ithout exception the con- 

smen were delighted with the presi- 

ent’s new rule, and expressed themselves 
accotdingly 

‘Tt isa gilt-edged rule,” remarked Senator 
Jones, of Arkansas, “and its operation will 
give general satisfaction, I am sure. Any 
one who has seén the president overwhelm- 
ed by the crowds day after day will real- 
ize the necessity for the adoption of it.’ 

Representative Bynum, of Indiana, added 
his indorsement of the president’s action. 
‘T am in favor of going still further in that 
direction, and widening the scope of re- 
form inaugurated by Mr. Cleveland. I 
think it Would be a good plan of reforming 
the whole system of dispensing patropage.” 

‘What would you suggest?” .wadmsked, 

“Simply this: I would relieve bers of 
congress of the duty of making recommen- 
dations for appointments and require aspir- 
ants for positions to present their appli- 
cations “and indorsements. The papers 
would be placed on file in the departments, 
and when it became time to make that par- 
ticular appointment I would call in the con- 


j gresgsmen and ask them what they knew of 


each candidate on the list, Ip this way 
there would be fewer applications for ap- 
pointment and congressmen would be reliev- 
ed of the necessity of engaging in local 
squablges. They would not have a club 
held @ver them by constituents who de- 
manded indorsement of their claims, but 
would be given an opportunity to suggest 
to the cabinet officers the abilities and fit- 
ness of the various applicants, There is 
no reason why a man’s term of congression- 
al service should be affected by his success 
in getting appointments.” 

Mr. Bynum hopes that the president will 
not delay calling the extra session of con- 
gress until September. He favors calling 
the session early in June and adjourning 
over August and September, the two hot 
months. — 

Senator Voorhees, of Indiana, expressed 
the opinion that the president’s order was 
a good one. Any one who has seen the 
hundreds of neople pass before the president 
everv day, will appreciate the nutter futility 
of the idea of furthering any hody’s claim 
for any Office by that kind of an interview.

BLOUNT AND HAWAII 


The State Department Contradicts the State- 
ment That Blount Will Succeed Stevens. 


Washington, May 9.--Officials of the state 
department tonight contradict the preten- 
tions heretofore made that ex-Representa- 
tiv Blount would be appointed mimstezures- 
ident to Hawaii. It has been supposed that 
Minister Stevens would remain in Hawaii 
for the legation until the 24th of this 
month, at which fime he had announced his 
attention of sailing for America. It is not 
known that Mr. Stevens was instructed to 
forthwith turn over the legal papers to Com- 
missioner Blount. There is reason to be- 
lieve that Mr. Stevens was not allowed to 
remain in Hawaii for the legation until the 
24th instant because of his activity in_be- 
half of annexation. It is further stated at 
the department that Messrs. Bowen and 
Sewall, who went to Honolulu shortly after 
Commissioner Blount’s arrival, have been 
active in their efforts to stimulate senti- 
ment on the island in favor of annexation 
and there is reason to believe that they 
have sought to create“ the impression ia 
so doing they were representing the presi- 


ent.

HIS LAST MESSAGE. 


Statement of Carlyle Harris Written the 
Night Before Death. 


HE DECLARES HIS INNOCENCE. 


Argues Why He [Should Have De- 
sired His Wife to Live. 


REVIEWS THE TRIAL AND TESTIMONY, 


And Uses Strong Language When He Re- 
fers to Judge Smyth—Criminal 
News of the Day. 


Albany, N. Y., May 9.—The remains of 
Carlyle Harris were buried in the Rural cem- 
etery here this afternoon. The lot was 
purchased several days ago, but by whom 
it could not be ascertained. Mrs. Harris 
and her son, who accompanied fhe body, re- 
fused to talk. After the burial Harriss 
last statement sent by the warden to the 
prison department of the state was given 
out. 

Harris in this, his last writing, opened 
with a reference to the review of his case by 
the governor. Harris Ganvasses the review, 
refers to his giving himself up when he 
learned of a warrant for his arrest, recurs 
to his refusal of proffered means of escape 


So, how is that, in a case where so many 
facts and the entire behavior of the defend- 
ant all invite executive clemency, together 
with the petition of over 50,000 citizens, 
among them many whoa are prowinent in the 
nation and state, such clemency shceuld be 
denied? 

Because the action of the court was not 
justified by the facts in the case, and hence 
sublic outery must be silenced by a seem- 
ng justification of the court outside of the 
facts. When there was no doubt of guilt 
Governor Flower has not hesitated to inter- 
fere, as in the case of James Minnaugh, 
about a year ago, but in that case the facts 
justified the court, and there was no Re- 
corder Smyth clamoring to be upheld. 

Carlyle Harris, living, would be a daily 
menace to the career of Smyth, Wel.man 
and others. Dead, he was soon fcirgotten 
and their affairs may go on as hefore. 

There is an idea in the minds of many that 
at the time of my wife’s death I desired 
marriage with some other woman. Such a 
= has never been found, nor does she 
exist. 

It has been reported in the ncwspapers 
that during my stay here in Sing Sing I 
have scoffed at the devotions of my fellow 
prisoners and indulged in irreverent jokes. 
This is cruelly false. I still enjoy the hopes 
of my childhood’s faith and believe that I 
shall not be misjudged through all eternity. 

No one had so many reasons—al!l sentiment 
or love aside—for desiring wy wife to live 
as I had. She would have brought me money 
and professional success; she would have 
graced my home, and had I known of her 
sad habit it would have been my happiness 
to shield and cure her. I have now to die. 
The manner of my death tis of small mo- 
ment to me. I have waited patiently so 
long as there was the remotest chance of 
obtaining justice, refusing to run away even 
under sentence of death. 

May God in His mercy bless and guard 
those I leave behind and give them peace. 

And now, face to face with the greatest 
mystery knewn to man—knowing that no 
concealment or untruth can mitigate my 
end—I do solemnly declare that I am inno- 
cent of the crime for which I am condemned 
to die. 

I beg that those who think or speak or 
write of me in years to come will do so as 
kindly as they can, not forgetting that, when 
much proof of my innocence was found, it 
was inhumanly thrust aside.

THREE NEGROES LYNCHED. 


They Murdered and Robbed a Business Man 
at Bearsen, Ark. 


Camden, Ark. May 9.—Three negroes 
were lynched at Bearsen, this county, ear- 
ly this morning for the murder and assault 
made Saturday upon Jesse Norman, a prom- } 
{nent young business man of that place. 
Norman died from the result of his wounds. 
which were inflicted with an axe upon his 
head as he was returning home from his 
store at midnight. The mob, consisting of 
three hundred men, was sure it had the 
right parties, as a pocket book and other 
personal effects of Norman’s were found 
upon them. The purpose of the assassins 
was robbery. 

The negroes were taken from the officers 
between midnight and dawn, They begged 
for mercy and for their lives, but none was 
shown.

GENERAL WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


The Atlanta Sent to Nicaragua—The Gold 
Reserve. 


Washington, May 9.—As a result of the 
discussion in the cabinet today of the seri- 
ous Condition of affairs existing in Nica- 
ragua, arising out of their revolution, 
the United States war steamship, Atlanta, 
Captain Higgins, has been ordered to pro- 
ceed immediately to Greytown on the east 
coast of Nicaragua to protect American 
interests in that country, especially in con- 
nection with the work on the canal. 

The gold reserve, which has for the past 
two weeks been below the limit, was made 
intact by the west. Secretary Carlisle ac- 
cepted the gold offered from St. Louis, 

2,000,000, which, with the gold in the 
treasury, makes the total $100,196,000, or 
$196,000 free gold 

Secretary Herbert has authorized the 
statement that he will decline to extend 
the leaves of absence of any officer of the 
navy who is engaged in private business. 
He will not interfere with the orders of 
his predecessors, but will grant no new 
leaves of this kind and will call in all those 
already granted at the expiration of the 
terms assigned them. The secretary says 
he does not think it right than an officer 
educated by the government should be per- 
mitted for his Own private advantage to 
utilize his knowWledge and _ experience 
against the government and at the same 
time to remain on its pay roll. This decis- 
ion refers to officers on leave who are enm- 
ployed by private firms, those on lecturing 
tours and those employed in private capaci- 
ties at the world’s fair. 

No information has been received at 
the war department in regard to the re- 
ported killing of First Lieutenant E. H. 
Plummer, Tenth infantry, agent for the 
Indians of the Navajo agency, and there- 
fore, place no credence in the report. 

Some time ago the secretary of the inte- 
rior requested the war department to send 
troops to the Puyallup Indian reservation 
to prevent a man named Ross from unlaw- 
fully constructing a railroad across the 
reservation. The department sent an offi- 
cer to the reservation to look into the mmat- 
ter and today received a telegram stating 
that Ross was preparing to do some grad- 
ing and had cut some timber. On receipt 
of this information instructions were sent 
General Ruger, commanding the depart- 
ment of the Columbia, directing him to 
take the necessary steps to prevent Ross 
from further pushing his work in viola- 
tion of law. 

The Russian minister gave a dinner 
party tonight to which only young ladies 
were _ invited in honor of the Grand 
Duke Alexis. After the dinner, the man- 
sion was thrown open and a brilliant recep- 
tion followed, It has not yet been deter- 
mined how .long the duke will remain in 
Washington, but his stay will be brief. 

The secretary of the navy has appointed 
Medical Inspector J. Rufus Tryon surgeon 
general of the navy to succeed General 
Jobn Mills Brown, who will retire tomor- 
row. 

Judge Lochran, the newly appointed com- 
missioner of pensions, took formal charge 
of his office today. Thts afternoon the two 
theusand clerks of the bureau formed in 
line and each in turn was presented to 
the new commissioner.

Chicago, May 9.—Asg anticipated from the 
fact that a government bank examiner had 
practically gssumed control and made an 
appeal for assistance and had been refused 
by the clearing house association, the Chem- 
ical National bank did not open for busi- 
ness today. The Chemical has the banking 
concession at the world’s fair grounds and 
has an office at the administration building, 
Jackson park. 

The world’s fair branch was also closed 
this morning, and a crowd of anxious expo- 
sition depositors stood before the doors. 
The bank’s capital was $1,000,000. Its 
officers are J, C. Curry, president; E. C, 
Veasey and A. T. Ewing, vice presidents. 
Poor judgment in making loans and the 
stringency of the money market are given as 
causes of the failure. The deposits amount 
to a trifle over $900,000. It is expected 
that the degositors will be paid in full. 
The Chemical was not a member of fee 
clearing house association, 

New York, May 9.—Officials of the Hano- 
ver National bank, the correspondent of the 
Chemical bank, of Chicago, says that the 
failure of the last named bank will not have 
any effect here.

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SPEAKS T0 THE ARMY 


Emperor William Canses Another Sensa- 
tion in Germany, 


BY REMARKS ON THE ARMY BILL. 


“If the Coming Reichstag Should 
Refuse to Adopt It, 


WILL CARRY IT INTO EFFECT.” 


His W ords Cause Great Excitement Among 
the People—Comment of the German 
Press—Other Foreign News. 


— 


Berlin, May 9.—While  reveiwing the 
troops in the field at Tempelhofer today, 
the German emperor ordered the principal 
officers of the imperial guard to gather 
around him and addressed them as follows: 

‘I have been seriously disappointed jn the 
patriotism of the Jate reichstag. I hope the 
coming reichstag will adopt the military 
bill, but if the coming reichstag should re- 
fuse to adopt it, I am determined to carry 
the pill into effect, despite the unpatriotic 
opposition. J] know myself that I am alone 
with the federated princes and the people.” 

The speech of the emperor is causing enor- 


mous excitement among _ the _ people. 
It appears in The North Ger- 
man Universal Gazette in — double- 
leaded prominence. Those who 


heard the emperor speak say that he spoke 
with unusual] emphasis, pausing at every 
word in order to convey the sense of his de- 
termination to abide by his declaration. 

There is a profound and widespread im- 
pression that the emperor would not hesi- 
tate to risk a conflict with the new reichstag 
should it prove hostile to the bill. ‘The em- 
peror’s concluding words in addressing his 
officers were: 

“T felt the necessity to tell you candidly 
my decision as I told you my hopes whew the 
bill was first yroposed.” 

The officers who heard the emperor's 
words maintained absolute silence, although 
evidently in deep sympathy with the kais- 
er’s views. Leading men in German poli- 
tics who have heard of the emperor's speech 
now consider that he has embarked on a 
policy of Prussian high toryism, and that 
the chances of the freissinnige party to 
bring about a moderate liberal era have van- 
ished. 


COUDERT FINISHES HIS ARGUMENT 


Before the Behring Sea Convention and Is 
Complimented. 


Paris, May 9.—In the Behring sea arbi- 
tration Mr. Coudert further demonstrated 
the necessity of putting a stop to pelagic 
sealing. In support of his argument as to 
the seal life and the danger of its complete 
extipction, Mr. Coudert quoted from Pro- 
fessor Huxley and other naturalists and 
scientists. He. contended that -the modus 
vivendi entered into by the United States 
and Great Britain was a temporary abdi- 
eation of American rights which the United 
States confidently left to the tribunal of 
arbitration to uphold. In dealing with the 
question of damages advanced by Great 
Britaip, Mr. Coudert said that the British 
claims with respect of a prospective catch 
were untenable. When Mr. Coudert bad 
finished his speech Baron de Cource}l, the 
president of the tribunal, said to him: 

“You have captivated our attention by a 
remarkable display of talent. We have to 
thank you for the great ¢*bility, liveliness 
and humor with which you have earried us 
over what would otherwise have been a 
rather dreary field of questions of fact. 
Allow me to add that, as a Frenchman, 
I have been happy to see shine out in your 
manner some of the best characteristics 
of the French nation.” 


THE DUBOSE IMPEACHMENT, 


The Tennessee Senate Begins the Arduous 
Task Before It. 


Nashville, Tenn. May 9.—(Special.)— 
The state senate, sitting as a court im- 
peachment with Chief Justice Benjamin 
J. Lea presiding, met at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing to try Judge Julius Dubose, of the Shelby 
county criminal court upon the thirty-six 
charges preferred by the house of represen- 
tatives. 

The greater part of today’s two sessions 
was consumed in reading the charges and 
the defendant’s reply thereto. It was found 
that article 21 was defective in that certain 
exhibits had not been furnished the court nor 
copied on the senate journal. Attorneys 
for the defense thereupon offered a resoiu- 
tion that preliminary arguments and action 
by the court on the various motions of de- 
fendant to quash the articles of impeachment 
be disposed with, but this in no way to 

rejudice the rights of the defendant and he 
fs to have the ful? benefit of his said mo- 
tions to quash and the same are to be ar- 
gued by counsel on the concluding arguments 
and the court is to take action thereon 
and dispose of the same in the final vote 
on the merits of the case. 

After some debate the resolution was 
tempararily withdrawn. General Chalmers, 
of counsel for the defense, said he expected 
to prove that not only has not a single im- 
peachable article been presented, but that 
as a question of law the house has exceeded 
its authority in presenting the impeachment 
at all. The trial will last several weeks,

WEATHER CROP BULLETIN. 


An Unfavorable Week for Cotton, bat All 
Right for Wheat. 


Washington, May 9.—This is the fourth 
continuous cold week throughout the cen- 
tral valleys, including both the winter and 
spring wheat regions, and the greater por- 
tion of the cotton region. While the week 
has been generally unfavorable to cotton on 
account of excessive rains and cold, the 
weather has been more favorable in the 
wheat and corn regions of the northwest, 
where seeding, although late, is in general 
rogress, and it is nearly complete@ in the 
Jakotas. The detailed crop conditions in 
the several states, taken as a whole, are 
meee favorable than those of the previous 
week. 

Mississippi—Conditions generally not fa- 
vorable; crops becoming grassy; creek bot- 
toms overflowed; some yen gy. necessary. 

Louisiana—Heavy local rains delayed cot- 
ton scraping and fleld work, but were gen- 
erally beneficial; crops show improvement; 
becoming grassy; some complaint of lice in 
cotton and worms in corn. 

Texas—Showers over southern and eastern 
portions, favorable far cotton and corn; 
planting delayed in some parts of this state. 

Arkansas—Weather generally unfarorable; 
wheat, oats, grass and fruit doing woll; cot- 
ton and corn injured by excessive rains and 
low temperature; much replanting ts nec- 
essary. 

Tennessee—Farm work retarded; = early 
wheat heading; tobacco planting begun; 
nights too cool for cotton; corn greatly dam- 
aged by cutworms. 

Kentucky—Rain retarding farm work; corn 
not all planted; crop in ground coming up 
poorly; tobacco slightly injured; wheat, rye 
and oats and grasses finé.

THREE POLICE OFFICERS BAG HIM 


— ed 


After Running Him for Miles—-He Swam 
the River Twice—Caught Without 
Clothes—Two Bullets in Him. 


Sitting happily on the banks of the Chat- 
tahoochee river clinging to a big fishing pole, 
Jim Jones, the desperado escaped convict. 
who gave the officers such a sharp fight on 
Saturday night, was found yesterday af- 
ternoon enjoying himself hugely notwith- 
standing the three bullet holes in his body. 

Despite the bullets and bullet holes in 
his carcass,Jones gave the officers a far more 
exciting chase yesterday than he gave them 
Satwrday night, when Mounted Officers 
Barrett and Lanford sent seven bullets after 
his fleeing figure. Twice Jones plunged 
into and swam the river and up and-down 
on either side of the stream he ran for 
miles, the officers close on his heels all the 


while. 

Jones is a life convict from South C€aro- 
lina, who made his escape several months 
ago and has since been hiding in Atlanta. 
Saturday Mounted Otiicers Barrett and 
Lanford learned that Jones was living at 
a house on Simpson street with a woman 
named Emma Jones. Saturday night they 
secreted themselves in the house and waited 
for Jones to put in an appearance. They had 
been waiting about two hours when Jones 
came in and Oflicer. Lanford covered him 
with a pistol and placed him under arrest. 
Jones sprang at the officer with an open 
knife and was fired upon ¢hree times. Run- 
ning into the adjoining room he was fired 
at four times by Officer Barrett. The negro 
finally made his escape by throwing a heap 
of clothing over Lanford’s head. It was 
thought certain that Jongg was fatally woun- 
ded and would be found aed. 

But yesterday the two officers learned that 
Jones was hiding near the Chattahoochee 
river, and, after going off duty yesterday 
afternoon, Barrett and Lanford, accotfa- 
nied by Sergeant White, rode out to the 
river. On the banks of the river they found 
Jones fishing. At sight of the officers he 
leaped to his feet. They were almost upon 
him when he first saw them and he could not 
run away. The only way to escape the of- 
ficers was to swim the river and the next 
instant Jones had plunged into the river 
and was pulling for the opposite shore. Fear- 
ing that he would be fired upon, Jones kept 
his (head hidden under water as much of 
the time as he could while swimming the 
river. 

The three officers galloped down the river 
to a bridge a quarter of a mile distant, 
and when they reached the bank where 
Jones had crawled out from the river, the 
convict was nearly a quarter of a grile dis- 
tant running at full speed. The offieers 
separated and by circling around succeeded 
in turning Jones back toward river, 
after riding about two miles. Jones made for 
the river like the wind and proved himself 
to be a fine sprinter. Reaching the river, he 
again plunged in, and, exhausted as he was, 
swam across the second time. 

A second time the officers had to ride down 
to the bridge, but in a very few minutes they 
were across the river and hot in pursuit of 
the convict. A Jang chase and Jones was 
once more making for the river when Ser- 
geant White headed him off and throwing 
his pistol in his face, ordered him to throw 
up his hands. The convict did so and sank 
to the ground exhausted. The convict was 
nude, save for a pair of pants. He had 
changed clothing twice during the chase, 
the clothing being given him at negro houses. 
He thought he would be able to disguise 
himself, but failed. 

He was brought into the city, where ‘it 
was found that he had been seriously shot. 
One ball had entered the side and had 
yassed entirely through. Another ball had 
odged in the arm. Dr. Van Goidtsnoven 
was summoned and removed the ball.

CITY WATER BOND ELECTION. 


Special Registration for the Same—The Bonds 
a Public Necessity. 


To correct some wisapprehension as to 
registration for the city water bond election, 
it may be stated that special registration, 
under the city charter, was ordered for this 
special bond election; any person whd regis- 
tered last year on payment of their taxes 
were not thereby quaiitfied to vote on this 
water bond election. The books for the 
registration were not opened until the 7th 
of last month, and will close next Thursday 
evening, May 11th, at Y o'clock. 

The place to register for the election is 
at the city tax collector’s office, Chamber of 
Commerce building. There are only regis- 
tered up to this time between nineteen 
hundred and two thousand voters, and there 
are only two days more in which to register. 

Another misapprehension needs to be 
corrected. This water bond election has 
no reference to or connection with any 
bonds heretofore sold, but it is to determine 
the issue of bonds heretofore authorized 
and favorably voted, but to which there 
was a technical objection with reference 
to the published notice. These bonds now 
to be voted on have all the while been 
estimated as necessary to complete the new 
waterworks, and on the 14th of October, 
1890, were authorized by an almost unan- 
jmous vote of the people, but were hot then 
issued so as to save the interest on the 
same until the proceeds were needed. Un- 
less thése bonds are issued, the amount of 
$182,000 necessary to complete the new 
works will have to come from the other or- 
dinary departments of the city govern- 
ment, such as sewers, public schools, fire 
department, sanitary, police and street 
work; and this cannot be done without great 
detriment to these departments. 

The subject is too important to be over- 
looked by any public spirited citizen, and 
all who favor the issuing of these bonds as 
ortgmnaltr contemplated and now abgo- 
lutely necessary should at once qualify for 
voting by registering today or tomorrow.

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“The Average New England Demoerat.” 

We find in The Boston Journal, a 
warm republican organ, the following 
statement, which is brief enough to be 
used as a text: 

Our esteemed contemporary, The Atlanta 
Constitution, thinks that there is no dynamite 
in the income tax idea. If it could briefly in- 
terview the average New England democrat 
it would agree that there is not only dyna- 
mite, but guneotton, notroglycerine and meli- 
nite in it, and that it is loaded to the very 


lnuzzle. : 
But why should The Constitution go 


about holding interviews with the aver- 
age New England democrat? It would 
be time thrown away. ‘The average 
New England democrat has shared in 
the remarkable prosperity that is the 
result of thirty years of tariff, and 
twénty years of financial, legislation in 
behalf of the northeastern section of 
the country. Is it necessary to inquire 
where he stands with respect to the 
proposition now before the country to 
wipe this class legislation off the statute 
books and enact laws for the benetit of 
all the people of the republic? 

This fact is worthy of note, that the 
average New England democrat has 
never made any very serious or stren- 
uous effort since the war to propagate 
his doctrine. He has been growing fat 
and serene. The financial legislation 
for the benefit of his republican neigh- 
bor worked for his own profit, so that 
there has probably never been seen in 
any other part of the country a more 
sociable or a friendlier communion of 
interests as that which has existed dur- 
ing the last quarter of a century be ; 
tween the average democrat and the 
stalwart republican of New England. 

Taking all the circumstances into con- 
sideration, we have no doubt that the 
average New England democrat will 
imagine that he discovers all sorts of 
combustibles and explosives in any 
measure that disturbs the present state 
of things, or that is calculated to repeal 
legislation framed in the special inter- 
ests of New England and the northeast. 
We imagine that the protests of the av- 
erage New England democrat will be 
quite as earnest, if not as loud, as those 
of the stalwart New England repub- 
lican. The explanation of this is that 
the special legislation of which New 
England is the beneficiary helps the 
pocket of the average democrat quite 
as much as it helps the pocket of the 
stalwart republican. The nefits and 
profits of the legislation ina New Eng: 
land has succeeded in plating on the 
statute book to promote her special in- 
terests fall upon the democrats of that 
section as well as upon the republicans. 
The New England paper which recently 
complained that the finance comumitice 
of the senate was organized against the 
gpecial interests of New England for 
the first time in thirty vears struck the 
key-note of the situation. 

The point we desire to make is that 
when it comes to promoting the special 
interests of New England at the ex- 
pense of the rest of the country the 
democrats and republicans of that sec- 
tion practically obliterate party lines. 
The result of this situation is that if 
the democracy depended on the average 
New England democrat for succor and 
support its principles would soon filcker 
out and be forgotten. In no part of 
this republic have democratic principles 
a slighter or a feebler hold on the minds 
of men than in New England. In all 
other sections of the country democracy 
is perennial. It has its roots deep in 
the soil and grows and flourishes and 
spreads year by year. In New England 
selfish interests have destroyed its vigor 
and dissipated its flavor. 

It is not necessary to go into details 
to justify this statement. There are 
many democrats in New England who 
cre both stalwart and true, but these 
exceptions serve only to» emphasize the 
deterioration and decay that have been 

going on in the body of the New Eng- 
land democracy. What is the dividing 
line between'the average New.

We have been trying 
to discover it for several years, but our 
efforts have not been crowned with 
success. On the financial issue, it is 
well known that the New Englanders 
are the disciples of John Sherman, firm 
believers in the doctrine of robbery and 
extortion to which he has committed 
the republican party.

The southern and western democrats 
who are wise enough to understand the 
situation do not look to New England 
democrats for any substantial aid or 
support in redeeming the pledges of the 
Chicago platform. 

In Rhode Island fhe other day two 
democratié congressmen were elected, 
and the event was regarded as in the 
nature of a glorious victory for the 
party. As a matter of fact, the repub-

Slandering Mr. Cleveland. 

The Constitution remarked the other 
day that it would be:a great saving of 
time and trouble if certain goldbug ed- 
itors could be brought to realize the 
fact that the financial doctrines of John 
Sherman and the republican money- 
lenders of the east will not go in Geor- 
gia. Whereupon The Chattanooga 
Times comes forward with this coim- 
ment: 

What about the doctrine of Grover Cleve- 
land? In what respect de his financial views 
differ from those held by Mr. Sherman? 
What are you going to do about his an- 
nounced determination to exhaust all powers 
of the government to maintain gold payments; 
that is, retain the gold standard? Never mind 
about John Sherman; tell your “gold bug edi- 
tors’ in Georgia that they must cease sup- 
porting Mr. Cleveland’s financial doctrines, 
or you will post them as traitors and read 
them out. Cleveland is a stouter ‘‘goldolator’”’ 
than Sherman ever was, for the latter seems 
to favor raising the silver dollar from its 
present ratio of 16 to 1 of gold to a ratio of 
20 or 24 to 1 of gold, and then resume the 
free coinage, which was stopped by law in 
1873. Cleveland has no faith in the success 
of such an experiment. 

We have yet to see, even from a re- 
publican source, a more vicious attack 
on Mr. Cleveland. To say that his 
financial views do not differ from those 
of John Sherman, the arch-enemy of the 
democratic party, the conspirator who 
brought about the demonetization of 
silver—the agent of the republican Shy- 
locks who desire to wipe out of exist- 
ence our silver currenicy—the man who 
is anxious to put an end to the use of 
silver as & money metal—to say that 
Mr. Cleveland’s financial views do not 
differ from those of such a man is to 
propagate a cruel and a wicked slan- 
der. 

It is the same as saying that Mr. 
Cleveland repudiated the platform while 
pretending to endorse it. It is the same 
as sayyek that he deceived the people. 
We denot believe it, and no other dem- 
ocrat who has any respect for Mr. 
Cleveland or any confidence in his in- 
tegrity can be induced to believe it. 
John Sherman is in favor of gold mon- 
ometallism, whereas the democratic 
platform makes a clear and unmistaka- 
ble demand for the coinage of both 
gold and silver on equal terms, and 
with no discrimination against either, 
each dollar of gold and silver to be kept 
at a parity. Now, this is bimetallism 
and nothing short of it can be called bi- 
metallism. 

In the face of this deqlaration, in the 
face of the declarations of democrats 
all over the country, in the face of Mr. 
Cleveland’s unqualified endorsement of 
the Chicago platform and his tacit 
agreement with the democratic inter. 
pretation of that instrument, the Chat- 
tanooga paper, itself a singlé standard 
organ, now propagates the wicked slan- 
der that he is a John Sherman repub- 
lican in his financial views. ° 

Democrats cannot be too prompt and 
emphatic in denouncing such a vicious 
attack on the democratic president, 
though it comes from a self-constituted 
“organ.” 

Speedy Justice Wanted. 

Several contemporaries {n Georgia, 
while heartily endorsing the crusade 
against the lynchers, express tRe opin- 
ion that the cause of lynch law is the 
tardy and uncertain administration of 
justice in our courts. The Albany News 
and Advertiser demands a jury qualifi- 
cation, and says: 

The tardy course of the law. tho scheming 
and shrewd manipulations of the lawyers has 
much to do with the slow progress of the 
law, but paramount above this is the utter in- 
competency of the majority of jurors who fre 
impaneled by the courts to sit in judgment 
upon the lives and property of their fellow- 
men who may not be guilty of whatever 
crimes they may be accused. Men are fre- 
quently known to sit as jurors who cannot 
read or write, and whose minds are not 
capable of taking in anything beyond the 
narrow channel of their own isolated and un- 
cultivated existence—a man whose reason 
ean be molded and warped to suit the wishes 
of the lawyer who can command his closest 
attention. And again, we have the profes- 
sional juror. He who loafs around town with 
no known occupation, but when court com- 
mences he is on hand ready to serve his 
country and his neighbor for the money 
there is in it. Such a man or men are 4 


disgrace to their country and yet our courts 
and the people countenance it. 

On the same line The Oconee’ Enter- 
prise has the following: 

Everybody knows of the tedious and uncer- 
tain process of our courts. Right here in 
Oconee county we have seen criminal cases 
continued from term to term. We have seen 
these delays result in the final escipe of men 
charged with the most heinous offense. In 
truth, the people have come to look upon our 
courts as places where only petty thieves 
and men guilty of misdemeanors are to be 
convicted and punished. The graver offenses 
haye come to be looked upon as matters to 
be settled outside the courthouse, if settled 
at all. The people have lost respect for the 
courts and confidence in them. Perhaps the 
judges are not blamable for this condition 
of affairs. The fault may be in ‘the law. 
But the fault is somewhere. We all know 
that the condition exists. Shrewd lawyers 
manipulate cases as long as the cash holds 
out. They frame excuses for delay and suc- 
ceed in pete ~gh ye delays. | a

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pox. Our lawmakers should investigate 
these alleged evils and look about for a 
remedy.

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat speaks 
of a well-to-do citizen who, in the ex- 
pectation of a premium on gold, has 
been saving gold certificates and lock- 
ing them up until he now bas $7,000 :in 
such currency. When told that he sus- 
tained quite a loss in the matter of in- 
terest, and that it would be a serious 
thing for the country if all business 
men hoarded money in that way, he 
merely smiled and said nothing. 

It is more than possible that millions 
of dollars are hoarded in this unprofit- 
able fashion. Commercial travelers fre- 
quently hear of farmers who are hid- 
ing their money and refusing to lend it 
to their neighbors, as was their former 
practice. Not long ago a north Georgia 
farmer confidentially informed a neigh- 
bor that he knew why money was tight; 
it was because he had tucked away 
$1,500, which he would neither invest 
nor lend out. He did not want it gen- 
erally known, but he was satisfied that 
he was responsible for the prevailing 
financial depression. Another farmer 
recently made inquiries about the pos- 
sibility of exchanging his paper money 
for gold. He refused to believe that he 
could be accommodated by one of our 
city banks, and is slowly collecting the 
yellow inetal out in the country and. 
holding it for a premium. 

Perhaps there are thousands of sich 
hoarders in the country at large. Of 
course it goes without saying that such 
men, when there are great numbers of 
them, make money scarce, and they 
practically damage us more than the 
American tourists who spend $100,000,- 
000 in gold in Europe every year. 

These queer phases of the. financial 
situation are not generally considered, 
but they are worth studying. 


What Makes a Man. 

Sometimes, in a pessimistic mood, 
men say that the mere possession of 
money fixes a man’s status in our large 
cities—makes him more prominent and 
influential than a man of genius. 

This view is a mistaken one. Sam 
Randall was for a generation a com- 
manding figure in public life, with a 
host of devoted friends, and yet he was 
always a poor man. In New York and 
Chicago, today, society eagerly wel- 
comes scores of men from all parts of 
the country who are without bank ac. 
counts, and whose only capital is car- 
ried in their heads. 

The man who can write better, speak 
better or do any useful or entertaining 
thing better than the majority of his 
competitors will find himself  distin- 
guished, and in our centers of wealth 
and business activity he will enjoy a 
distinction and a prominence never 
reached by many very rich men. 

This may be a commercial age, but it 
is also an age of ideas, and the man of 
genius or of strong originality does not 
need money to commend him to pub- 
lic favor. If he has an active mentality 
and some individuality he will stir the 
thoughts and feelings of those around 
him, interest them, and attract friends 
and followers, even among those who 
are supposed to measyre their fellows 
by the money standard. The late Em- 
ory Storrs was always a poor man, but 
his brilliant talk and striking ideas drew 
around him a delighted circle of rich 
men. It is so with Joaquin Miller, 
James Whitcomb Riley and dozens of 
artists, inventors and other gifted work- 
ers in various lines of human endeavor. 

Our millionaires do not give them- 
selves up to the worship of money, as 
many people think> They recognize 
and appreciate exceptional talent, and 
join the masses in applauding it. A 
man of genuine superiority in any line 
will soon find in our great cities that no. 
body cares what he is worth in dollars 
and cents. If he can benefit, delight, in- 
terest or startle people they will give 
him a place in the front rank. 


This is somewhat opposed ‘*o the 


views of the pessimists and growlers, . 


but it is true, all the same.

Husband Would Kill Her—The

An olive-complexioned, brown-haired, black 
eyed, nervous mannered typical Italian, a 
fine wood carver and a former employe of 
Piantini, who shot himself in a room with 
his sister-in-law, held his wife a prisoner 
in a room at his home throughout the day 
yesterday, beat her until her body was black 
and blue with bruises and would have killed 
her, his neighbors say, but for a constant 
watch which was kept upon him. 

The bloodthirsty fellow countryman of 
Vigil is Annibel Rotolli, who lives in a 
cottage on Edgewood avenue adjoining the 
cyclorama. He has been employed for a 
number of months as a wood carver at Pi- 
antini’s place on Courtland avenue at a 
fine salary. He is a fine workman, having 
learned his trade in his native country. He 
has no family save a wife. He does not 
drink, but has a peppery temperament and 
when he gets wrought up he is fiegy and un- 
controllable. 

Rotolli has had no work during the pres- 
ent week and has spent the time making it 
interesting for his wife. Neighbors of his 
say that he is exceedingly quarrelsome and 
is continually fussing at his wife. Yesterday 
morning the neighbors noticed that he was 
giving his wife a severe round and had her 
so terrorized that she was afraid to leave 
the house to call for help. , 

Mrs. Izzell is a next door neighbor to the 
Italians and she was among the first to no- 
tice that Rotolli was bullying his wife. 
Fearing that the big Italian would kill his 
wife, Mrs. lzzell sat on her back  poreh 
throughout the morning watching him. Sev- 
eral times she saw him strike his wife. Once 
he gave her a terrible blow with an iron 
instrument. At another time Rotolli threw 
a heavy box at his wife, knocking her to the 
floor. Many times he caught and beat her. 
The poor woman was so badly frightened 
that she did not dare open her mouth 

Once she evaded the watchfulness of her 
husband long enough to run to the back door 
and to call out to Mrs. Izzell and ask if 
she might spend the night éhere, as she knew 
her husband would kill her if she slept at 
home. Rotolli hear her, and becoming more 
deeply enraged than ever, dragged her into 
the room and again attacked her. Mrs. 
Kiotolli seated herself by a window, thinking 
that her husband would not strike her while 
in full view of the street and sat there for 
two hours. All the while Rotolli cursed and 
tifreatened to kill her. Grabbing up al 
hatchet, he started toward ber and tried to 
drag her from the window. She struggled 
desperately, Rotolli striking at her all the 
While. Mrs. Izzell sent for her husband 
wheu she saw thac the Italian seemed bent 
on bloodshed. Mr. Izzell hurried after an 
oticer and while he was gone MRotolli con- 
tinued to assault his wife. 

Learning that an officer had been sent 
for, Rotolli ran out and pulling off his coat, 
threatened to lick the entire vicinity and the 
policemen combined. The noise and excite- 
ment had increased to such an extent that 
a half dozen people started after officers 
and about the same time Patrolmen Ivy, 
Whatley and Call Officer Beavers arrived at 
the place. Rotolli was placed under arrest 
ard carried to police headquarters, 

Mrs. Rotolli is badly bruised about the 
body and is exhausted on account of the 
terrible nervous strain through which she 
passed yesterday. She says that she ex- 
nected to be killed almost every moment, 
and was afraid to move from the house dur- 
ing the entire day. She believes that had 
she left the window far.an instant Rotolli 
would have killed her. After Rotolli was 
locked up Mrs. Rotolli sent word to police 
headquarters asking that he be held, as she 
knew he would kill her if_once he found an 
opportunity.

Same as Last Year. 
MORE CORN AND WHEAT PLANTED 


Cotton Isin Fair Condition—The Crop Is a 
Little Later Than Last Year—Quan- 
tities of Corn Carried Over.

The first crop report of the year to Melude’ 


an accurate estimate of the cotton acreage 
is now being compiled in the office of the 
commissioner of agriculture, Colonel Nes- 
bitt. Thig report is made up from the in- 
formation sent in by 800 correspyndents 
scattered all over Georgia. 

This year’s cotton acreage compared with 
an average year is 971-2. This is an in- 
crease of 41-2 per cent over last year: In 
some of the leading cotton growing counties, 
special inquiries were sent out and complete 
information was solicited on many points. 


The condition of the crop in south Geor- | 


gia is fair, but in middle and north Georgia 
the condition is not so good. — 

The crop is a little later this year than 
last in some sections. 

Commercial fertilizers were used more ex- 
tensively this spring than last but quanti- 
ties of phosphate took the _ place of 
cotton seed, which was sold off close during 
the winter. There is not enough cotton 
seed left in some parts of the state to re- 
plant with. 

The acreage of oats is just about what it 
was last year. 

There is an increase of 3 per cent in the 
acreage of corn and 6 per cent in wheat 
over last year. 

Fruit is doing, well and the peach crop 
will be large. 7 

Farm stock it in better condition than at 
this time last year. The supply of stock 
hogs is larger than in 1892. The farmers 
have a full supply of corn and wheat and 
in some counties they have corn to sell. 

Planters. have more provisions on hand 
than last year. They have more eupplies 
on hand than usual at this season. 

Labor is not scarce, and the farmers 
generally can secure all they need.

IS HE GUILTY? 


Howard Lucky, the Negro Who Is Charged 
with Burning KReinhardt’s Ark. 


Howard Lucky, a burly negro, charged 
with burning a building in the western part 
of the city, known as “Keinhardt’s Ark,” 
was on trial in the criminal] branch of the 
superior court yesterday. 

The trial was begun last Monday after- 
noon, but the number of witnesses to be 
examined was such that the testimony was 
not concluded- until yesterday afternoon 
about 3 o’clock. The evidence was very 
unsatisfactory and the greater part of it 
was of a verv conflicting character. 

The defendant is represented by Solicitor 
Thomas, of the city court, whose duty ordi- 
narily is to prosecute and not to defend 
prisoners, The solicitor, however, appear- 
ed to be perfectly at home in the defense of 
his client and spoke for nearly an hour and 
a half in plea of his innocence, 

This was on account of the gravity of the 
charge which carries with it, in the event of 
conviction without recommendation, the 
penalty of death, the arson having been 
committed within the limits of the city. 

The trial of the case will be resumed this 
morning. Solicitor Hill, for the prosecution, 
will occupy the time of the court for about 
an hour. It will then go to the jury with 
the charge of Judge Clark, and a verdict 
will be obtained in al] probability by noon.

THE SOUTH'’S GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 


Georgia and Her Sister States Could Well 
Afford to Grow More Corn and Hogs. 
Prices Must Keep Up. 


Houskeefrs have noticed that their gro- 
cery bills have been Jarger the last month or 
two than formerly. The increase hus been 
on pork and lard. 

The common explanation given by gro- 
cers when an article goes up is that the 
crop is short. For instance the sugar crop 
js always short about the canning season. 
Housewives have observed that each sum- 
nie.?. 

The hog crop really is short this year and 
the prospect of lower prices is not bright. 
Que thing will bring the price of hog pro- 
ducts down and that is for the south to go 
to raising its own hogs. Statistics show 
that the west is not raising any more pork 
now than for years past. ut all the time 
the number of pig eaters is increasing. 
There are 11,000,000 more pig eaters in 
this country than there were eight years 
back. Prices are just one-fourth higher 
too than they were then. 

For many years the crop of hogs has 
kept pace wita the corn crep. ‘Lhere has 
been a relation between the two crops. 
This varied some but it was not large and 
generally speaking there has been a certain 
number of hogs to a hundred acres of corn 
year after year. The corn area in the west 
is standing still. Away up in the north- 
west the farmers are wheat growers ano 
they do not raise hogs for the packers. 
in the lig hog states, Ohio, Indiana, Ili- 
nois, Missouri, lowa, Kansas and Nebraska, 
only three-quarters of a million more hogs 
were raised this year than in 1885, and 


the corm area is three-quarters 
of . willion acres more than 
in 1885. This is a small. differ- 


enea and doesn’t figure considerably. So 
nether the corn crop nor the hog product 
js going to inerease in these states. Hoth 
willbe apt to stand about where they are. 
lowa, Kansas and Nebraska are the only 
western states where any material increase 
in the swine suppiy seems probable, with 
the exception of the southern states, where 
the hog will flourish if attention is given to 
him or if he gets half a snowing. ‘The 
rapid inerease of the urban population neces- 
situates the inereased ots feetben: of dairy 
and market vegetabie products, and the 
pork crop is shortened. 

It is suggested seriously that if the south- 
ern states and especially Georgia would take 
to growing hogs, for packing purposes, 
good money would be made out of it. Here 
are the yearly average export prices of pork 
running back over a_ period of twenty- 
three years: 1870, 15.4 cents; 1875, 12.1 
cents; 1880, 6.9 cents; ISS, 8.6 cents: 
1890, 7.4 cents, and in 1893, 10.3 cents. 
So it appears that the price has increased 
considerably in the last thirteen years. 
This increase has been stendy, and it is 
a guarantee that hog grewing will be profi 
table. Georgia could well raise a ¢ouple 
of million hogs a year for packing. That 
would require two and a half million acres 
more to be planted in corn than the farmers 
grow now. In the west corn pays beiter 
fed to the hogs than sold by the bushet. 
Georgia's razorback is not the  packer’s 
ideal, but the bree? coul be quickhs 
changed. With the increase in the nuniber 
of hog eafers. Tre market price of the hog 
must advance: unless more people xo to 
raising pork. The corn area cannot be en- 
larged in the west to any extent, hence 
the souti’s Oppartunity for a profifabie in- 
dustry is all the better.

Murderer Hill, Who Prevented George 
Gentry Escaping Many Times, 


GOES 10 THE PEN FOR LIFE. 


In Atlante Lest Night En Route—Gentry 
Tried to Kill Him, and Laid for Him 
Two Nights Ago. 


A very large, fat man, with shaggy beard 
and bushy eyebrows, who on no less than 
fifteen occasions prevented the escape from 
Carrollton jail of | George Gentry, the 
brother and partner in crime of the notori- 
ous Asbury Gentry, spent last night in the 
police station here on his way to the Chat- 
tahoochee brick camps to spend the rest 
of his life. 

The fat man was W. J. Hill, a farmer, 
forty years old, who, with all his shaggy 
beard and bair and eyebrows, is not such 
a bad looking man. He has very mild blue 
eyes, and despite the bigness and roughness, 
his voice is as gentle as a woman's aimost. 
Murderer aud life convict as he is, Hill is a 
hero after a fashion, for he has lived in 
constant danger of death during the past 
eight months. 

The story he tells, and which is vouched 
for by good authority, is a rather remark- 
able and unusual one. ‘Two years ago, Hill 
killed Joe Perkins, a young white man, in 
a row in which Perkins and his brother 
tried to kill Hill. Hill, being the better 
man, killed one of the boys and terribly 
wounded the other. He himself was se- 
verely cut. He was arrested and found 
guilty with a recommendation to mercy 
and was sentenced for life. He appealed 
the case to the supreme court, but last 
week the higher court attirmed the decision 
of the lower one, and Hill was resentenced 
to the pen for life. 

During all these proceedings, Hill was in 

the Carrollton jail, and for eight months was 
a. cellmate of George Gentry’s. ‘Lhe ex- 
perience was one he will never forget. 
He found Gentry worse than a wild ani- 
mal, continually plotting and planning to 
escape- Hill had been in the cell but a few 
days when Gentry succeeded in cutting out 
of the cell, and was in a fair way to gain 
his liberty when Hill alarmed the jailers, 
and prevented the consummation of the 
ylan. 
’ Soon afterward another, and this time 
a nearly succeseful attempt at escape was 
made. Gentry got out of his cell and 
would have been out of the jail 
es Wa moments had not 
Hill caught and held him. He had a des- 
perate fight with Gentry, but being much 
the stronger man of the two, Hill held the 
prisoner until the jailer came to his relief. 
Gentry threatened to kill Hill for his part 
in the affair, and more than once started 
to carry out his threat. The two men 
slept in the same cell, and Hill was in a 
continual state of apprehension. One night 
while he was sleeping, Gentry assaulted 
and beat him in a murderous manner. 

Gentry made a constant study of escap- 
ing, and, perhaps, as many as twenty times 
attempted to do so. Nearly every time 
he was discovered by Hill and prevented 
from doing so. This caused him to con- 
ceive a dealy hatred for Hill. and during the 
last three months of the latter’s stay in 
the jail, although they slept together, the 
two men never once spoke. 

Two nights before Hill left the jail, on 
last Saturday night, Gentry made a final 
effort to get even. He tried to bribe a 
Mr. Whitmore to bring him a knife, of- 
fering him his overcoat if he would do 89. 
He made no attack on Hill, however, as 
he had no weapon and the latter was deeply 
relieved when he was once out of the jail. 

“IT haven't had a moment’s peace,” said 
he. “I couldn't sleep, and had to be al- 
ways on my guard for fear that Gentry 
would take some mean advantage of me.” 

Hill was brought to Atlanta by Transfer 
Guard Gus Starnes and Deputy Sheriff 
Cobb, of Carroll. Gentry was given a 
sentence of five years, bt when asked to 
come with the guard yesterday, refused 
to do so, as he has appealed his case. Sher. 
iff Cobb thinks that Gentry is not playing 
for a new trial so much as for an opportuni- 
ty to get away. 

“He was awful glad to see Hill leave,” 
said Mr. Cobb. last night, “for he thinaks 
he will now have no trouble in getting 


safe.
